Outsiders Stir 


Congo Trouble 


U N I T E D NATIONS. N.Y. 
(AP)—British Minister of State 
Lord 
Caradon 
today 
blamed 
much of the Congo trouble on 
outsiders he said are trying to 
pen>etuate chaos and turn the 
country into “a cockpit for the 
cold war.” 
In a speech before the U N. 
Security Council, Lord Caradon 
did not specifically 
name 
the 
Soviet Union or Red China, but 
he said the efforts to stir up 
trouble in the Congo originated 
outside Africa. 
The British 
delegate 
joined 
U.S. Ambassador Adlai E. Stev­ 
enson and Belgian Foreign Min­ 
ister Paul-Henri Spaak in de­ 
fending last month’s rescue op­ 
eration in the Stanleyville area 
which has been denounced by 
some African countries as ag­ 
gression and motivated by bias 
against blacks. 
Like Stevenson 
and 
Spaak. 
the British 
representative 
de­ 
plored the injection of “black 
racism ” into the Congo debate 
by some of the African dele­ 
gates. 
He urged the African nations 
to put aside “politics and per­ 
sonal animosities” and accept 
the challenge to restore order 
and confidence in 
the Congo. 
The problem, he said, was pri­ 
marily one for them to settle. 
He spoke as African critics 
of U.S. policy in the Congo mo­ 
bilized for a counter blast at 
Stevenson’s 
speech 
delivered 
Monday in the council.
